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The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails 
to identify one specific error which is relied upon to support the reissue application. See

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The term "all trans-retinoic acid" is not clear since it does not 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. It appears that Applicant's invention is drawn to utilization of a 
single compound, namely, "tretinoin", (specification column 2, lines 48-49). 

It is suggested to change "all trans-retinoic acid" to "tretinoin" so the invention 
can be claimed precisely, and particularly point out a single compound (tretinoin) at 
issue.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gerber et al. 
(Lipids, 1981). 

Gerber et al. teach rat fed with the retinoic acid found to harbor an elevated 
triglyceride content including HDL. (page 498, see table 2) 

Applicants' recitation of increasing plasma HDL levels in claim 1 would be 
inherent of cited references since it teaches administration of same active agent, same 
dosage amounts, to the same subject (mammal) with elevated HDL results shown on 
page 498, table 2 of Gerber et al. 

For these reasons the claimed subject matter is deemed to fail to patentably 
distinguish over the state of the art as represented by the cited references. The claims 
are therefore properly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b). 

None of the claims are allowed.
